Let Us Have Pep

It was on the eye of a great battle. Past four o’clock on a 
bleak, chilling November day. Within an hour the sun would 
set eerily red in a streak of angry clouds. It looked like 
snow. And snow would be fatal to hopes. 

The old Library chapel, which held ordinarily no more than 
a dignified two thousand, was packed even to doors and win- 
dows, with three thousand or more restless, noisy and anxious 
students. Anxious over the uncertainty of the next day’s 
victory. 

Being a humble but persistent freshman, I sat — anyway I 
clung — to as small as possible a space on a window-ledge, 
while my long legs dangled above the heads of more fortunate 
upper class men. I was not alone in my window. There were 
fifteen of us, I think. Seated just below me and a little to 
the left was a pretty co-ed. I remember having planned to 
fall, a little to the left, in case the excitable right-half of the 
freshman squad who was stamping in time to the music, most 
vigorously and enthusiastically upon my coat-tails, should 
forget himself and kick. 

The band was there of course. Between bursts of vocal 
efforts led by the cheer leader, they gave us a musical breath- 
ing space and more inspiration. For upon the next day 
Minnesota was to meet her old rival, Chicago. . And the dope- 
sters had it that there was a chance to win, if — 

One of the “ifs’ was the question of rooter support. We 
were to have three cheer leaders, the largest rooter organiza- 
tion ever on the field, and a dozen new yells. That was why 
we packed the old Libe at four o’clock of a chill November 
afternoon. It was, one might say, “dress rehearsal.” 
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We had practiced yells until our throats were sore. We 
had sung our measured Minnesota song, which begins,

and proceeds in certain stateliness through three long stanzas. 
Dignified, of course. Made the football players solemn — 
naturally. But as a pep-producer? 

There sat the players upon the platform, just as they came 
from light practice on the field, tousled, dirty, grinning self- 
consciously one second, plunged into gloomy reticence the 
next. We were waiting for the coach, who had stopped to 
change his collar. Old ”Doc” was a fastidious soul, even 
upon the eve of a great football battle. The meeting tem- 
porarily languished. 

Suddenly from the center of the auditorium a queer little 
wavering tune started. We listened, startled. The four who 
sang, laughed, broke down and started again. Part of it 
went like this. 



They asked him what the rope was for, 

He said to fight. The day was o’er, 

The day that Minnesota beat Chicago. 


It began on one note, lifted at the end of the line, took up the 
refrain a note lower in the next verse ending in the same 
fashion, and the last line concluded with a one-note drop and 
a queer little twist at the finish, which utterly captivated the 
surprised crowd. Wild applause. Nobody had heard the song 
before. It was new — it was pepful, and it was needed. The 
leader of the orchestra stood up to beckon, rooters all around 
urged, and the rooter-kings demanded the presence of the 
four upon the stage. They refused and sang it through again 
once or twice. The crowd waved approval, even tried to sing 
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it with them. I was only a nervous freshman, but I almost 
fell out of my window, urging them vocally to “go up on 
the stage.” 

I still believe we might have won that game with Chicago, 
had we insisted upon that song ! • 

For you see, a song, a football song, must have liveliness, 
pep, and rhythm. It must be simple and easy to sing. Take 
the Wisconsin University song, 

“On Wisconsin, on Wisconsin, 

Plunge right through the line; 

Run the ball clear around Chicago, 

A touchdown sure this time. 

On Wisconsin, on Wisconsin, 

Fight on, for her fame; 

Fight, fellows, fight and we 
Will win this game.” 

Strangely enough it has almost all good features, and none 
of the poor ones. It has liveliness, good words, that is, words 
easy to pronounce in singing, it is not too fast in time, and 
has also dignity. 

Often a popular song which has “taken” and which has a 
good easy rhythm and swing can be utilized for a season or 
so, by a clever rhymster when a rousing football song is 
needed. “A Hot Time in the Old Town Tonight” has been 
sung by Minnesota at the end of victorious games for over 
twenty years. 

I recall hearing at a recent basketball contest a high school 
rooter crowd singing words written to the tune “A Certain 
Party.” It made a good song, and cheered their team on to 
a skin-of-their-teeth victory. 

Songs, especially if a band or an orchestra can be used, 
make good cheer support at any game. Everybody can sing— 
at a game, it matters not how good or how bad. The music 
rings out clearly, and the players recognize their own school. 
This is not always true when yells are relied upon. For many 
times, yells are a mere confusion of sound. 
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A football player once told me — 

“Our team was losing — I wondered why you fellows on the 
grandstand didn't give us a yell, just to help. And then we' 1 
heard our school song — it was just after that we made the 
touchdown.” The fact was, we'd been yelling until our 1 ' 
throats were tired. They simply weren't able to distinguish' 
the sounds. 

Yells, to come to these next, should above everything else, 
be unusual and distinctive as possible. And by distinctive I 
mean that a school yell must sound, when heard from the 
field, so different from yells used by the rival school, that the 
opposing teams without conscious thought may identify their 
side. A little thought will convince one that this is the first 
essential. Otherwise, why yell ? This may seem to be a minor 
point upon which to pause for discussion. But how often in 
a committee gathered to discuss the creation of yells, some- 
one rises to suggest, 

“Siwash has a good yell, can't we use one like theirs, only 
we can put our own 'Podunk' instead of 'Siwash ?' ” And 
sure enough at the next game between Siwash and Podunk, 
Podunk is using the Siwash yell ! 

With a great variety of school and college yells to choose 
from there is no need to depend upon rival schools for such 
inspiration. 

Say the Athletic Association has asked for a Yell Com- 
mittee on new yells. The rooter-captain, his assistants, if he 
has any, and a committee composed of half a dozen football 
enthusiasts are duly rounded up. On this committee there 
should be persons with a facility for rhythm and verse, and 
possibly persons with a gift of musical expression. Together 
these people may, with a good collection of college and school 
yells, make up a suitable group of yells. A prize contest, open 
to the school, may result in the production of several yells. 
After these are tried out by the committee, the best of them 
may be introduced at a mass meeting of the school. It is 
better to provide the members of the meeting with copies of 
the yells to be tried out. This will expedite the work of com- 
mitting to memory the new yells. 
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In case of a trial of a possible ten or twelve yells, the best 
three or four can easily be chosen. The student audience 
knows what it wants, and responds readily. I have seen what 
appeared to be an excellent yell on paper, fail to catch the 
crowd because of some unevenness of word sound, some diffi- 
culty of rhythm, or perhaps from some unexplainable cause 
)it simply didn’t “catch on.” If you want a good yell — try 
it on your school, not once but several times before a game. 

Now a word or two about the cheer leader or rooter-king. 
The only way to “discover” a cheer leader is to throw the 
! place open to all comers, for a cheer leader, like a flying-fish, 
(is born and not made. Sometimes it is a senior who' carries 
the crowd, sometimes it’s a little tow-headed freshman in 
knee-britches, you can never tell. He must have three things, 
a personality that draws the crowd, a carrying voice, and a 
sense of rhythm in his physical make-up. Of course he is 
popular. If he wasn’t to begin with, he soon will be. 

The true cheer leader is ingenious. I once saw a snub- 
hosed high school lad roll his trouser-legs half way to his 
knees — it was the season of loose, floppy ones — and without 
a word, but with the most amusing foot-work (copied, no 
doubt, from the Charleston), lead the rooter-crowd in the 
most spontaneous school yell that ever filled a field. That 
same leader, dividing the grandstand with an assistant cheer 
Jeader, led his half against the side of the assistant leader 
at a pace just one-half beat faster, in a nicely syncopated 
rhythm that set the feet moving as responsively as if the band 
had played a particularly enticing “Blues.” 

Two girls and a boy — a triangle in white, made an effective 
rooter-group for one game. I have no doubt that this was one 
element in the winning of a well-fought contest, held in a 
^distant city, where only a small group of rooters could be 
present 

And the yells themselves. With thousands of words and 
thousands of sounds to choose from, anything may be accom- 
plished. The most effective sounds are the broad open sounds, 
the “rah — ah — oh — ” sounds. These may be varied by the 
“aye — ee and oo” for sufficient contrast. The poorest yells 
are those depending too much upon consonant sounds. Vowel 
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sounds, a, e, i, o, u, w and y make the most valuable sound 
producers, at the end of words. They let the sound out. The 
well-known locomotive, always effective, depends upon one 
word — and an increase of speed to carry it over, 

“Rah, rah, rah, 

Rah, rah, rah, 

Rah, rah, rah, 

California.” 

How much more powerful this one than the old South yell 
— the first I ever learned, 

“Razzle-dazzle-razzle-dazzle 

Sis-boom-bah. 

Boom-a-lacha-boom-a-lacha, [ 

Rah, rah, rah, 

Are we it, well I guess, f 
South Side high school, yes, yes, yes !” 

About two rounds of this would put any ordinary rooter 
completely out of commission for at least five minutes, and 
as every one knows, rooters must be ready to root at any 
moment. 

Wisconsin University has a simple but effective yell, de- 
pending upon the variation of vowel sounds in harmony, 

“U-rah-rah, Wisconsin. ,, 

But the best yell, to my mind, ever invented, is the one 
formed by the University of Kansas. To begin with, it 
means something, and its tonal effect carries its meaning in 
a truly characteristic way. Kansas and the jay hawk; The 
yell begins with a long drawn-out sound ending in a sharp 
staccato, its 

“Rock chalk 
Jay Hawk 
K U” 

is stupendous. The man or woman who evolved that yell was 
an artist, — no less. 
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So, then, in creating a yell, if your school stands for some 
particular thing, or has some peculiar characteristic, find a' 
word that expresses it — or a sound, — it need not be a word 
at all — and build a few words around it. A good book of 
yells will offer or suggest words or sounds which will balance 
and give body to the word or phrase used. Add a rah or so, 
for the sake of the open tone, to the school name, or nick- 
name, if that fits better than the name, although this is not 
entirely necessary, if the characteristic feature upon which 
you have built the yell, is well known enough to carry over 
the yell as that of your school. 

And above all, — let it have “pep.” Just what we mean by 
that poorly defined slang term, derived, I suppose, from the 
name of common table condiment, nobody can exactly say, 
and everybody exactly knows. If your yell “goes,” “carries,” 
“moves,” it has pep. If it hasn't — get another ! 

In a certain school, with which I am familiar, there is a . 
vice-principal in charge of athletics, a fine big rangy girl, 
with “lots of” reddish hair and corresponding enthusiasm. 
Before each game* she has a “pep” meeting, if only for a few 
minutes, a general assembly of the entire school. The band is 
present to play the school song, the rooter-king to lead the 
cheering. The team — of course — is on the stage. The prin- 
cipal himself, makes a good snappy minute speech. The cap- 
tain, poor man, and his team-mates (also poor men) struggle 
to say a few well-chosen words. Then the rooters, in prepara- 
tion for the next day, show the team what they have “up their 
sleeve” in the way of yells for the coming contest. Every- 
thing is carefully rehearsed, everybody is sure of victory. 
Whether it comes or not, this school stands back of its team, 
yelling to the last minute of play, let the score go up or 
down. Another thing — they never begin trouping from the 
field before the contest is over — either in victory or in defeat. 
That act of final discourtesy is, I think, the hardest one for 
a winning, or a losing team, to be obliged to endure. 

Once upon a time a losing team was cheered — 

“Stone-wall— stone-wall — ” 

Or still more discouragingly — 

“Good old Podunk never quits.” 
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If you want your team to lose, and go on losing, just try 
cheering them with this doleful suggestion. If, on the con- 
trary, you want your team to win, to keep on fighting in the 
face of almost certain defeat, keep on cheering. A lift in 
your own thoughts translates itself quickly into a lift in the 
thoughts of your home team. Many a game has been saved 
by its devoted rooters. The field is, after all, not the only 
place where the game is played. 


A List of Phrase Endings 

The following words or syllables are suggested as good 
words for the ending of phrases. It may be noticed that all 
of these are open vowel sounds, that is to say that the sound 
will carry since it is pronounced with the lips opened instead 
of closed. On the contrary, final consonants and especially 
double consonants on the ends of words must be pronounced 
with a closing of the mouth, thus cutting off the sound. If 
further words or syllables are needed, it is suggested that a 
good rhyming dictionary be secured.

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The Science of Cheer Leading 

By H. H. Clark 
(P urdue University, 1923.) 

Let us add another science to the already existing group, 
not as exact perhaps, as those put forth in the classroom, but 
nevertheless a science, that of cheer leading. Too many people 
think that a cheer leader is only little more than an idiot who 
waves his arms, contorts his body, and acts like a madman. 
But, as is often the case, people do not realize that the cheer 
leader is and must be one of the most sane and level-headed 
individuals present at any athletic contest. More of that later 
in connection with the handling of crowds. 

The science or art of cheer leading may be taken up under 
three general classifications, regardless of the size of the 
school, the composition of the student body, or the type of yells 
and songs used. So classified, the three divisions will be, per- 
sonality of the leader, his form of mechanics, and his knowl- 
edge of mob psychology. As may be easily seen, each clas- 
sification bears directly upon the other two and the cheer 
leader must have the necessary qualifications and ability to 
cover all of them. 

Personality is the most elusive quality and the most difficult 
to explain and define. It is that quality which makes an indi- 
vidual pleasing and agreeable to those with whom he comes 
in contact. In other words, a cheer leader must be one of 
the most popular men in school and a leader of the student 
body. Good physique, a strong resonant voice, pleasing man- 
ner and a friendly, democratic attitude go to make up a 
desirable personality in a cheer leader. A large circle of 
friends and acquaintances are also a help. 

The form or mechanics of the cheer leader are equally as 
important as his personality. All motions and forms of cheer 
leaders are bound to be individualistic to a certain extent and 
every person should adapt the form most natural to him. 
However, a few suggestions will not be out of place and may 
aid in improving the form of those just embarking upon their 
college cheer leading career. It is best to have one motion 
serve to direct the crowd on each syllable or phrase in a yell. 
A long sweeping swing of the arm for a long drawn-out 
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word, such as “y — e — a,” and a short quick movement for 
such words as “rah.” Every posture should suggest action 
and pep ; a good initial position for leading a yell being with 
the knees bent, giving the person perfect control of the body 
for a jump in any direction and making for good balance and 
perfect mobility. For a yell similar to a “skyrocket” or “sis 
boom,” a long run ending with a jump, the sharp accent com- 
ing on the jump or when the leader hits the ground is prefer- 
able. Every cheer leader will, of course, have to work out 
his own form, but the fact should be kept in mind to make 
every motion mean a certain definite response, keeping the 
motions sharp and clear in order to avoid confusing the 
crowd. 

- The third classification, the handling of crowds, comes 
more or less by experience, but a few general points can be 
followed with good results. If, in a crisis, the leader can 
make the crowd laugh, either with or at him, it is easier to 
divert the crowd’s attention. A crowd should never be told 
that it can not do such and such a thing, rushing a theater, 
for instance, or having a parade that is frowned upon by the 
authorities. An endeavor should be made to convince the 
leaders of the crowd the inadvisability of such acts and sub- 
stitute another form of celebration. Co-operation upon the 
part of the assistant cheer leaders and the campus leaders is 
also a great aid in directing the energies of an enthusiastic 
crowd. 

In summing up, it is readily seen that the most important 
factor in the make-up of a cheer leader is the man himself, 
his personality and his general manner. The motions can be 
learned practice and application and the handling of 
crowds best accomplished by thorough organization. 
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Peppy Paragraphs from Cheer Leaders 

Many think that successful cheering is judged by volume. 
Because of this belief crowds often “just yell,” letting the 
cheer leaders follow them rather than they following the 
cheer leaders. It is my opinion that successful cheering is 
the result of snappy , unified yelling rather than just volume. 
To obtain snap and unison the crowd must follow the leaders.

Let the students know that they are as essential to a team's 
victory as the members of the team, and get them to back the 
school, and to keep its spirit going at all times, and the pep 
will overflow with increasing interest.

I would offer the following as a suggestion to prospective 
cheer leaders : You must first win the confidence and good 
will of the student body and then gradually pep them up till 
you are getting good results. Nearly always a pep talk by the 
cheer leader at pep meetings is a good thing, but do not make 
it too long for the students and rooters lose interest. Short 
snappy talks with plenty of pep get results.

Most people in reading a book of this nature stress the 
importance of the yells by the way they are worded. Instead, 
I think that every yell should be written with some definite 
circumstance in mind, so that the cheer leader has a yell to 
fit the occasion and thus best arouse the spirit of the team. 
For instance, the cheer I am sending (see College Cheers) 
is not appropriate after a play while the game is going on 
because there is not time to give it as it should be given. So 
I should suggest that the yells fit the plays. 

A. A. Dowds, Jr., Ohio Wesleyan University. 
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The University of Wyoming is, I believe, the only state 
university to be dubbed “Cowboys.” The designation is 
particularly fitting and in all yells and school songs we have 
attempted a cowboy suggestion. 

Many of the cheers carry terms that are distinctive of the 
pioneer activities of the state. Many of the expressions have 
been taken from the repertoire of a cowboy on night herd, 
on the roundup and in town after pay day. 

Cheer leaders here wear chaps and big hats, the men’s pep 
organization uses the campus jacket in school colors with a 
riding cowboy on the back. The girl’s club wear chaps and 
sombreros. 

The cowboy’s croon even approaching the magnitude of a 
panther wail was rich in vowels and those fit themselves to 
use as cheers. Harry Mills Astin. 

Here in Southern California it is easier to have a large, 
well-trained and orderly rooting section than elsewhere. We 
do not allow coats in the section, only white shirts and rooting 
hats. The hats, being Purple on one side and Gold on the 
other, may be used to form letters, and a stunt with them 
can be kept through a whole quarter, with the colors reversed 
for the next. 

Unlike so many other schools we do not rush a yell, such 
as “The Lion Varsity.” I find it very much more effective 
if given thusly: Lion Varsity ! — then an impressive pause — 
Rah! Rah! Rah ! — another pause of similar length — then, 
Lion Varsity! The same holds for the coach, or a player, 
or a yell for one’s opponents. 

Sustained effects are good. For instance, a long, low, 
sonorous “Go,” that pulsates louder and softer for as long as 
possible, never fails to arouse spirit. Another — the first row 
all bend to the right, the second to the left at the same time, 
the third to the right with the first; and so on all the way up, 
until the whole rooting section is a weaving, waving mass that 
drives the spectators crazy. 

In closing let me stress these points — not too many in your 
rooting section; a thousand well-trained rooters can out-yell 
five thousand that are not trained. Keep the same fellows in 
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it if possible. Do not use a yell because you yourself or your 
rooters like it, but because it is tremendously impressive and 
effective, that’s the big point, effectiveness. Insist on atten- 
tion. Never let your rooters burst out with applause after a 
yell. Never permit a yell to interfere with the quarterback’s 
signals. Make your gestures as simple as possible. Give the 
impression that you are working twice as hard as anyone 
else, that is, have so much enthusiasm that they wonder 
where it comes from and how come they are so dead, and soon 
you’ll have them all worked up, because it’s contagious. 
Never permit booing or razzing of a player or referee. Don’t 
be afraid to yell for a hard-fighting opponent. Never start a 
yell when the other rooting section is yelling. Use a very light 
megaphone and don’t have too many assistants.

The size of our section is twenty-two hundred men whose 
uniforms consist of white shirts, dark bow ties and two- 
colored rooting caps. 

I feel that the objective of organized rooting is of vital 
importance and an asset to the spirit of the varsity on the 
field. Each man in the section is taught to feel that he is a 
part of the game and not only a spectator. 

This spirit is conveyed to the team through spirited songs 
and a few well-selected yells. Our motto is this — let each 
bleacher stunt ; yell and song mean something specific and not 
just a lot of noise. By all means the success of any yell is 
the correct timing and pronunciation of each sound.

The best way in which the student body can show the teams 
that the college is behind them is through the songs and yells. 
In hearing the songs and yells, the morale of the team is 
raised and the punch that counts is put across. 

These suggestions will lead to good cheering: 

Keep your eyes on the Cheer Leader during all songs and 
yells. 

Learn the songs and yells. 

When a yell or song is called for work on it hard. 

Do not use a “cat call” on anyone at any time. 

Show appreciation for opponent’s good plays. 

Stay in the stands until the end of the game. 


A Few Good Pointers from Stanford 

Instructions to Rooters 

The only effective yell is the one which is well-timed. To 
be well-timed a yell must be given in perfect unison with the 
motions of the yell-leader. Rules to follow : 

(1) Know the yells thoroughly . 

I (2) All start hard on the FIRST syllable. Watch the yell- 
leader. 

• (3) Keep together and snap it out at the correct time. 
Keep with the yell-leader’s motions. 

(4) Pitch your voice up and force the sound against your 
teeth. This will save your voice and give a clearer, sharper 
tone to the yell. 

(5) Force the syllables out — don’t drag them. 

Correct: RAH. WOW. AH. 

Wrong: Raah. Woow. Aaah. 

(6) Know the yells thoroughly .

In order to secure perfect bleacher stunts this year: 

(1) Read and listen to all directions carefully. 

(2) Follow all directions exactly — both those on your seat 
cards and those given by the yell-leader. 

(3) Sit well lined-up in straight rows. 

(4) Please allow the yell-leader to do the talking. There's 
always plenty of time to yell, so save your breath. 

(5) Don't argue with the Rally committee. They are at 
games to help the yell-leader — not as a debating squad. 

(6) Wear white shirts and bow-ties. Colored shirts ruin 
the entire effect of an otherwise perfect stunt. 

(7) Work hard; feel happy, and co-operate willingly. 
Time for bleacher stunts is always limited . 

(8) If you don't see what you want — ask the man in the 
Red Cap — he knows. 


Purdue University Yell Leaders School 

By H. H. Clark 

The School for Yell Leaders at Purdue University, while 
still in its infancy, has been proved to be of some worth. 
This year marked the second year of the school and training 
was given to about thirty candidates for a period of four 
weeks prior to the election of the Yell Leader; 

The school was first organized by the Student Council and 
is directed by H. H. Clark, '23, and Prof. P. H. Scott of the 
English department. These men also outlined the course of 
training and instruction. 

Training is composed principally of drill on form and lec- 
tures on mob psychology and the handling of crowds. Each 
yell is analyzed and every motion is explained to the men, 
emphasis being placed upon the fact that every motion must 
be concise. When the period of four weeks training of about 
an hour a day is .completed the candidates are presented to 
the. student body at a Pep Session. The men demonstrate 
their ability before the assembled students and one of their 
number is elected Varsity Yell Leader, four assistants also 
being chosen, one from each class. 
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STUNT SUGGESTIONS 

For Use at Games and at Pep Meetings 

The small college always finds difficulty in preparing appro- 
priate stunts for football games due to the lack in numbers 
of rooters. The most successful of our various stunts during 
the past season was one designed to take the place of the usual 
“card stunt.” 

The rooting section was called onto the field and under the 
direction of the yell-king and two dukes marched across the 
field in double line. The group marched in a lock-step and 
when directly in front of the opposite grandstand turned 
back toward our own section. When the line came to the 
center of the field the dukes and the yell-king held pivot 
positions while the lines formed, the letter “P” in marching. 
When the letter was complete the group halted and, at a 
whistle signal, rushed together where two or three snappy 
yells were given. After this the group returned running to 
the rooting section. This is a simple stunt but was very 
effective in our case and created a great deal of comment.

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The Vagabond Band 

This consists of any number of fellows made up as wan- 
dering musicians and using dilapidated instruments. The 
characters may include an Italian organ grinder, gypsies and 
any number of hobos. Real selections should be rendered. 

A Rube Chorus 

A number of fellows make up in back-country style with 
wide-brimmed straw hats, linen dusters, leather boots, etc., 
and pose as the “Rubetown Chorus.” Any songs may be 
sung with much “painful” exertion and with many ludicrous 
gestures and motions. At first errors are made and then 
everybody has to start over again. The leader swings his 
baton ludicrously. After they once get started the song is 
carried through in fine style. This makes a really good stunt. 

Bathing Girls’ Revue and Beauty Contest 

Since humor is one of the great assets of life, we must 
have a great deal of it in this sort of performance which 
readily lends itself to the vaudeville type of entertainment. 

In this act any number of performers may participate. 
Women’s bathing suits are borrowed for the occasion and 
assigned to various popular men about the campus. These 
beauties are also provided with wigs or bathing caps, fancy 
garters and Chinese parasols. 

The announcer, of course, is the first one on the stage and 
presents his usual stream of conversation while the music 
brings on the contestants. Each character is a scream in itself, 
especially if each one tries to be dainty and graceful. While 
coming on the stage each contestant holds his parasol over his 
face and takes a place near the announcer until all are on. 
As each member comes on the stage he is introduced by the 

announcer as Miss , using preferably the names of the 

opposing team players. 

After the introductions are over, the “girls” are told to 
come forward, one by one, and as they step up, they raise 
their parasols. . Howls of delight come from the audience as 
they recognize old buddies, classmates, etc., among the 
beauties. 
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The announcer may ask for the names of each, which of 
course will be humorous. 

Each one may in turn say some “cute” little verse or cracks 
may be made about the audience ; a few may sing songs, ask 
riddles or act foolish. 

The “beauty” receiving the greatest amount of applause, 
of course, wins the prize, which may be a pair of suspenders 
or the like. 

In closing, the entire company might join in singing some 
suitable song with the announcer in the middle. A few 
“fancy” steps, as the entire group sides off stage, will add 
to the scene. Plenty of rouge, lips reddened, twirling of 
parasols, with flowers, etc., all give an added attraction.

The Old Dutch Drill 

Eight or ten characters dressed in Dutch fashion, plainly 
dumb. Each one should be capable of playing some band 
instrument. The bass instruments and cornets are preferable. 
Also have a captain dressed in extreme fashion (overstuffed) . 
His manner upon entering should be extremely pompous. 
All members of the drill corps should have reddened cheeks, 
wear mustaches and be very serious demeanored. 

Little or no practice is required for this drill. Members 
of the company should vary a great deal in height. Instru- 
ments may be old and badly dented. 

The captain marches upon the stage with the importance 
of a king and after the usual hokum and introduction blows 
his whistle, which is the signal for the company to appear. 
They appear from back stage in goose-step fashion, prob** 
ably playing the scale until they reach position on the stage. 
The captain introduces each member respectively, using crazy 
concocted names. Then a few simple steps may be worked 
out. Upon a given signal they begin playing several selec- 
tions such as “The Old Grey Mare,” “Hail ! Hail ! The Gang's 
All Here,” etc., to which fictitious names have been given, 
such as “The Iron Horse” for “The Old Grey Mare,” etc. 
The captain, of course, leads and beats time in pompous and 
exaggerated manner. 
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A splendid finale is to have each member of the team unfurl 
a small American flag as the company leaves the stage in 
lame-duck fashion*

Kampus Knights 

Arrange an imitation high board fence across the stage just 
back of center. This should have several knot-holes visible in 
it. A good campus jazz orchestra should be stationed behind 
this fence. As the curtain rises the orchestra members, with 
the help of others, set up wild cheering, waving of pennants, 
flags, pom-poms, etc., above the fence, as though a victory 
had just been won. In the meantime the orchestra members 
come around to front of stage, through a side door in front 
of fence, carrying one man attired in football togs on their 
shoulders (the hero of the day). They take a crouching 
position across the stage and sing the School Loyalty Song. 

The curtain drops for a moment. The board fence is re- 
moved. When the curtain rises again the orchestra is dis- 
covered in collegiate styles and play three or four good hot 
numbers.

Shooting Stars 

This can only be used at night. Turn all the lights out. 
Have a fine smooth wire stretched from the balcony to the 
stage. As soon as the lights are out the speaker begins talk- 
ing in tones which will create a ghost-like atmosphere. Flash- 
lights, covered with various colored papers, may be slid down 
on the wire, creating a peculiar sight as they swing to and 
fro. On each light a letter (taken from the word V-I-C-

wall of the stage in their correct order. After all the “mes- 
sages” have been received, the lights are turned on. The sight 
which greets the audience has a strange, thrilling effect 
on them.

Suggestions from Baylor University 

We have a student body here of about two thousand and 
hold yell rallies every Tuesday and Thursday nights at seven 
with about eighteen hundred students attending. For every 
yell rally we try and have some special program or feature, 
such as: “Old Lettermen’s Night,” “Faculty Night,” Glee 
Club. “Stunt Night,” “Homecoming Night,” “Championship 
Night,” and “Famous Baylor Victory Night.” 

On the night before “Homecoming” we hold a yell rally 
ending with a torchlight parade in which about three thousand 
persons march through the down-town streets. 

We also adopt slogans for every week and print them with 
green letters on gold ribbons and sell them to students for 
ten cents, the proceeds of which go to the “Pep Fund.” We 
have a section for Freshmen right down in front in which 
they give some of the yells by themselves. Moonlight yell 
rallies also add much interest and enthusiasm. 

Between the halves of the different games we have special 
stunts and one that seemed to go over especially big was a 
slow-motion football game between periods. We also have a 
mock rodeo at the halves in which we use freshmen dressed 
in gunny-sacks as cows and the yell leaders ride stick horses 
with large paper ‘clothes bags around their legs to repre- 
sent chaps. 

In the stands we form a B. U. or a Bear with green and 
gold flags which are tacked to the seats and are there for 
the students when they come.

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KINDS OF YELLS 

There are several kinds or types of yells and many schools 
and organizations have a variety of them for various occa- 
sions. Among these are the spelling yells, siren yells, sky- 
rocket yells, locomotive yells, score yells, deaf and dumb 
yells, divided yells, long yells, short yells, individual yells, 
growlers, chants, etc. There are yells to be used at games 
and athletic events, and others for marching and for general 
occasions — at assemblages, etc. 

The Spelling yell is one in which the name of the school 
or society is spelled or partly spelled. 

The Siren yell is one in which a whistle is used or imitated. 

The Skyrocket yell is in imitation of a skyrocket, usually 
having the “z-z-z,” “s-s-s,” or “sis” sound, beginning low 
and increasing in volume. 

The Locomotive yell begins slowly and increases in rapid- 
ity as a locomotive increases its speed. 

The Score yell is one in which the scores of the opposing 
sides are given. 

Deaf and Dumb yells are acted rather than spoken and 
consist of clapping the hands, waving arms, stamping feet, 
opening mouth, etc. 

Divided yells are those in which the cheer leader asks a 
question and the squad answers ; or in which left and right 
wings alternate in cheering, as : 


Lfft Wing Say! 

Right Wing .. What ? 

Lfft Wing That’s what! 

Right Wing What’s what? 

Lfft Wing That’s what they all say! 

Right Wing .What do they all say? 


Beat ! 

Beat ! 

Beat ! 

Individual yells are those given for or in honor of an 
individual player or person. 
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Sarcastic or Derisive yells are ones given to ridicule or 
belittle the opposing team or players. 

In selecting or making a yell for school, club or for any 
purpose care should be taken to make it one that can be 
given easily, quickly and in unison by a large or small number. 

In the original yells which follow, the local name should 
be substituted for the words Blankville, Grandville, or where 
the dash occurs. 

These yells are offered as suggestions and may be altered 
to suit the occasion. 

We can not speak for the originality of all of the yells that 
have been submitted to us.
